Bullet Passes Through 


Birmingham, Sept. 21.— 
Buehl Lyons, special agent for 
the Southern railway, resident 
of Fort Pane, was killed, and 
Opal Miller Davis, a young 
woman of 26, was tatally 
wounded, when the latter at- 
tempted to commit suicide with 
a pistol she snatched trom the 
pockets of Lyons last evening 
about 5:45 o’clock, in the 
Vence hotel, Sixth avenue and 
Twenty-sixth stree, north. 

Both victims of the woman’s 
hands were rushed to Fratern- 
al hospital in the ambulance of 
Lige Loy, where Lyons died a 
few minutes after arrival. The 
woman was said to be fatally 
wounded the bullet with which 
she was struck and which also

caused the Lyons, 


having penetrated her leit 
sholder, barely missing her 
heart. 


Girl's Body; Kills Mian 


Cause of the double tragedy 
was said to have been iil 
health, with which the woman 
had been afflicted for the past 
two years. 

Eyewitnesses gives Details. 

Ethel Mahshall, also a room- 
er at-the hotel, and who was 
the sole witness to the double 
tragedy, declared that Lyons 
had come into the waiting 
room of the hotel, and was 
standing only a short distance 
away from the door way. The 
witness said that Opal Davis 
was also in the room, playing a 
victrola, 

Miss Marshall declared that 
suddenly Opal Davis, without 
a ord, moved as if to go out 
of the room, but instead of 
doing so, walked behind Lyons 
yan her hand _ into his _hip- 
pocket and grabbed his pistol. 
As she did so, the witness said 
that Lyons turned to grab at 
the weapon, as the possessor 
of the pistol had her finger on 
the gun pressed to her breast. 
The witness also declared that 
Lyons was behind Opal Davis 
at that time, and the gun went 
off, and both of them fell to 
the floor. She said that she 
was then so frightened that she 

‘an from the room without a 
backward glance. 

Attending physicians at the 
hospital declared that the bul- 
let which cost Lyons his life, 
had entered his head near the 
left side of his nose and had 
ranged upwards, lodging in his 
brain. 

Only one cartridge was 
found to have been fired from 
the pistol, according to Detec- 
tive Elledge. The gun was 
found lying on the floor, near- 
by where the couple were 
found.

ATLANTA BLAZE FINALLY 


CHECKED; LOSS 
$1,500,000. 


Atlanta, Sept. 24.— By Uni- 
versal Service.—Fire which 
caused an estimated damage of 
$700,000 to $1,500,000 in the 
business district was brought 
under control Sunday. 

The blaze started shortly 
after midnight and it was not 
stoped until apparatus from 
the government reservations at 
Fort McPherson, East Point 
and Decatur were brought up 
that firemen gained the upper 
hand. One fireman was trap- 


ed by.the-flames;-but-war res ~~ 


leased later. 

The fire started from an ex- 
plosion on the second floor of 
the Kress 5 and 10 cent store, 
according Lieutenant of Police 
Robert Wagener. It spread 
quickly and jumped across the 
alley to the Childs Hotel. More 
than 150 men and women 
guests were sent scurrying in 
scant attire to the streets. 

The flames then jumped to 
adjoining buildings and de- 
stroyed or damaged all the 
buildings in the block bounded 
by Whitehall, Broad and Ala- 
bama Streets and the Western 
& Atlantic Railroad yards.
